16. The system of claim 15, wherein selecting from the plurality of instruments 
encompasses the group consisting of woodwind, brass, arid the like. 



17. The system of claim 1, wherein the application of the color coding to at least some of 
the structures of the plurality of visual musical compositions for indicating the 
compositional keys of the plurality of musical compositions aids in the identification and 
learning of the compositional keys. 



18. The system of claim 17, wh^in/tne application of the color coding to the braces, 
Staves, lines, clef symbols, time signatures, bars, rests, dynamics, and combinations 
thereof of a plurality of conventional/musical staves to indicate compositional keys. 



19. The system of claim 18, wh^ein the application of the color coding to letters; 
symbols such as circles; titles; lyrics; and combinations thereof of a plurality of 



unconventional musical cornposition structures to indicate the compositional keys. 



20. The system of claim /, wherein the application of the color coding to both 
conventional and alternative symbols that indicate the notes sharped and flatted in a key 
signature aids in the identification and learning of the key signature. 



21. The system o^laim 1, wherein the application of the color coding to at least a 
portion of chord^rid and other diagram structures aids in the more rapid recognition of 
the chord or note. 
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1 22. The system of claim 1 , wherein the application of the color coding ^tod pitch mark 

2 coding to a plurality of stylized images each having a name beginning with a musical 

/ 

3 alphabet letter name and matched to the pluraUty of notes of the s^he name to further aid 

4 in the remembering of the plurality of notes and to add excitem^t for younger people 

5 when learning music. 

6 23 . The system of claim 22, wherein the addition of individual distinguishing marks to 

7 the plurality of styUzed images aids further in their recognition. 

8 24. The system of claim 22, wherein the individud^istinguishing marks are earlike

20 as circles; titles; lyrics; and combinations thereof of a plurality of unconventional musical 

21 composition structures to indicate the compositional keys. 
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1 45. The method of claim 26, wherein applying the color coding to both conventional and 

2 alternative symbols that indicate the notes sharped and flatted in a key signature aids in

3 the identification and learning of the key signature. 

4 46. The method of claim 26, v^herein applying the/^olor coding to at least a portion of 

5 chord grid and other diagram structures to aid i/the more rapid recognition of the chord 

6 or note. 

7 47. The method of claim 26, v^erein applying the color coding and pitch mark coding to 

8 a plurality of stylized ima^s each haVing a name beginning with a musical alphabet 

9 letter name and matched tothe plurality of notes of the same name to further aid in the
